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Report Summary

Lincoln Police responded to 1002 incidents for the month and 94
case reports were written for the month. Officers responded to 29
vehicle crashes. Patrol officers wrote 98 citations and 87 warnings
for the month, along with 11 City Ordinance Citations.

Of the 63 arrests for the month, officers arrested several for driving
while suspended/revoked, warrant arrests, domestic battery,
battery, and driving under the influence. Detectives continued
investigations on 12 cases including participating in CIEG task force
operations.

Lincoln Police K9 had nine deployments in the month of June. There
were four indications and nine items seized. Out of those
deployments, all items seized were drugs and/or drug
paraphernalia.

DARE hosted a couple of annual events in June that are very
beneficial for the youth of this community. DARE would like to thank
the community for all of its support for this program.

DIVISION REPORTS

Criminal Investigations

The detectives of the Criminal Investigation Division of the Lincoln Police Department conducted further
investigation on 12 active criminal investigations in the month of June. The types of investigations are
listed but due to the sensitivity of those investigations, specific information is not available to for release.

(3) Investigations were narcotics related. These cases involved the manufacture/delivery of

controlled substances and methamphetamines.

(4) Investigations involved sexual offenses. These crimes involved both adult and child victims
with offenses of criminal sexual assault, aggravated criminal sexual assault and criminal sexual

abuse.

(2) Investigations involved crimes against persons. These investigations involved drug induced

homicide and domestic battery.

(3) Investigations were property related. These cases were residential burglary, property damage

and stolen property/vehicle.

Two officers of the Criminal Investigations Division continued to participate in a multi-
jurisdictional drug task force, conducting joint investigations with other local, state, and federal

agencies.

(4) Search warrants were executed in furtherance of these investigations.

DARE/Community Policing

During the month of June, DARE was busy with annual events. On June 1%, DARE joined forces with the Nathan
Turner family of host the annual fishing derby in Atlanta at Hickory Lane Campground. The fishing derby is for
kids ages 4 to 15. There were 150 people that took part in the Fishing Derby this year. Lincoln DARE held its
annual DARE Golf Outing on June 14", at the EIk’s Country Club. The golf outing is DARE’s biggest fundraiser
for the year. The money raised goes to the program to help the youth in our community.
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Lincoln K9

Officer Sullivan and K9 Ace had 9 deployments for June. The Lincoln Police Department is always using
the benefits of our K-9 unit but Officer Sullivan and K9 Ace are being requested by other agencies which
includes the Illinois State Police. Of the deployments this month, there were 10 search areas with 4
indications, 9 items seized and six arrests. All items seized were drug or drug paraphernalia related. The
drugs seized were Methamphetamines, cannabis, controlled substances and Clonazpam.
